The locomotive engine made its first appearance in Canada in 1837 on 
the Champlain and St. Lawrence Railréad.. This road was only 16 miles 
long, and ran between the town of La Prairie’ on the St. Lawrence River 
and St. John’s on the Richelieu. ° This railway Was opened-in 1836, being 
operated by horses during the first year. 

However, it was not until with the incorporation of the Grand Trunk 
Railway in 1852 that the railway era in Canada really began. , While a 
beginning had been made. in 1837, still during the next fifteen years only 
60 miles of line were added.’ The Grand Trunk linked up Ontario and 
Quebec, and gave both provinces direct connection with the Atlantic coast 
through Portland. It also laid the foundations for direct connection between 
that port and Chicago. Much railway building followed in Ontario. The 
next project of importance was the building of the Intercolonial, which was 
begun ir. 1868, and conipleted in 1876, This gave-Ontario and Quebee direct ! 
‘connecti hrough Canadian territory with a4!anadian port on the Atlantic 
open ail year round. In the meantime an agitation for the building of 
a railw: connect Ontario and Quebee with the Pacific’ Coast culminated 
in the in eration of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 

On November 7th, 1885 at Cragetlachie in Eagle Pass, a gorge in the 
Gold Range, British Columbia, Sir Donald A. Smith, afterwards Lord Strath- 
cona and Mount Royal, drove the last spike in the main line of the Canadian 

Pacific Railway, thus connecting Montreal with Vancouver. This was a/{ 

“notable event, not only in the history of Canada, but of the British Empire. 
By the connecting of thé Pacific ¢ Coast with Montreal Canada secured its 
first transcontinental railway. Indéed, it was tho first real transcontinental 
on this continent, for while in 1869. the ea st of the United States was 
connected with San J’rancisco by rail, and-seyéral other such connections 
have been added, still even now no sinele ‘ railway in: the United States’ 
extends from Coast to Coast as does the: Conadian Pacific in Canada. 
November 7th, was.also a notable day for the British Empire in that-the 
Canadian Pacific provided a short ct it from Britaie to the Orient. As Sir 
Charles Tupper in his Reminiscences 1h vee nted out, it brought Yokohama 
three weeks nearer to London than ii wi. the Suez Canad, ‘ 

The history of the Canadian Pacific Railway is the history of Greater 

‘ Canada. When it was first proposed there were only four provinces in 
Confederation, Ontario, Quebec, New Grunswick and Nova Scotia, Between 
1870 and 1873 Prince Edward Island, Manitoba, and British Columbia 
entered, the last mentioned onthe express condition that it would be con- 
nected with Eastern Canada hy a line of railway. At that time Manitoba 
was a mere postage stamp in dimensions, and the regions between it and 
che Rockies were unorganized territory. 

‘ The promise of the Canadian Pacific not only brought British Columbia 
into Confederation, and gaye Canada a window on the Pacific; but the build- 
ing of it, by establishing direct and quick communication between the edst 
and the west fixed the destiny of the vast regions west of the Great Lakes 
and north of the 49th parallel. The ties of sentiment were thus strengthened 
by the economic link of stecl.

~In a country hardware store a small

This requires a grid leak of correct value 
for the tube used. 

The grid leaks now on the market vary 
in efficiency; some are correct in value 
according to their rating, others nearly 
so, and many are found to be inefficient. 
When selecting the materials for build- 
ing your set, always demand the best; 
this applies especially to grid leaks and 
grid condensers, Substituting different 
grid leaks of various resistances in your 
receiver will often be the means of im- 


‘proving volume and clarity of reception, 


Each type of tubé requires. a different 
type of grid leak and grid condenser. 
The values of these parte are usually 
supplied by the manufacturer of the 
tube, and will be found in the literature 
accompanying the tube when purchased. 
A good variable grid leak is recommend- 
ed by some authorities; another plan is 
to have several. fixed grid leaks varying 
in value from one to five megohms and 
you will be able to select the: best. one 
on trial. 

The variable grid leak is a valuable 
instrument—if the average user would be 
content to let it alone once it is adjusted 
to the*best value for the particular tube 
he is using. Once the leak is properly 
adjusted it should not be touched unless 
the tube is changed.
